Corruption among the “Great Unpaid” 
appears to be rife in Australia, We héar from 
Melbourne that 9 special board, consisting of, 
Sle Hartley ‘Williams, jedge of the Supreme 
Court, Professor Kernot, and Capt, Cartle, which 
was appointed to Inquire into certain allegations 
of corruption of honorary josiices of the ‘peace 
and frequent bench-packing, has just issued its 
report afier an exhausilve investigation, This 
report finds that the charges are established in the 
cases of Justices Rapiport and Baxter, who are 
declared to have téen guilty of corruption {n 
recelving gifts from actual cr prospective 
litigants ; that Me, Baxter visited hauses of fll. 
famo {in ‘the clty, and that both combined in 
devising means to defer Justice. Other Justices 
are condemned for adjedicating upon cases Io 
which they were personally Interested. Justice 
Bird 1s found to have sdfudicated in: the 
Interests of women of IIl-fsme with whots 
We was on Intimate terms, The board 
further find that many jasiices migrated to 
courts in which they were not accustomed 
to sit beenase HHgants in them were either cus- 
tomers or o'd friends, or because. they were 
otherwise Interested {n them,’ thereby oatnum- 
bering ‘the local: Justices Such Incaralons 
aroused suspicion and distrust {n the admiotstra- 
tlon affastice. “The board belleve, however, that 
the Inculpated justices were mostly lamentably 
unconictous of pa prenriy. They. find that Mr. 
Lormer, at whose instigationthe Inqalry was held, 
sat in cases in which te bad a strong prejudice 
agatnit Uilgants or, against. the trade in which
